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Fight for 
building 
is facing 
deadline 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save a former Sons of Rest 
building in Halesowen say 
they face a race against time 
as council bosses look for a 
swift solution on the future 
of the site. 

More than 200 people 
have signed a petition oppos¬ 
ing the planned sale of the 
building, on land between 
Alexandra Road and Wall 
Well by Dudley Council. 

Last month residents 
were told they had two 
weeks to provide a business 
plan to prove the building 
can be run sustainably. 

Councillor Donella Rus¬ 
sell is heading the group of 
residents, which include 
Mervyn Holloway, of 
Alexandra Road. 

The 78-year-old retired 
sign writer said: “The coun¬ 
cil say they have offers and 
have originally told us we 
had until the end of Septem¬ 
ber to send them a plan. I 
think that has been 
extended, but I’m not sure 
by how long. 

“We’re working fast to put 
something together, but it’s 
obviously difficult given the 
time constraint.” 

At the meeting last month 
Mohammed Farooq, assis¬ 
tant director of law and gov¬ 
ernance at Dudley Council, 
said there had been “signifi¬ 
cant” interest in the site. 

A council spokesman said 
discussions on the deadline 
were still ongoing. 

Bid to move 
memorial 

A BID to move a Dudley war 
memorial to a new home has 
been launched by a Royal 
British Legion branch chair¬ 
man. 

Councillor Ken Finch 
wants the monument in 
Woodsetton to be given a 
facelift and moved to a more 
prominent place. 

It stands in the grounds of 
the former Mount Tabor 
Methodist Church, Sedgley 
Road.

HG WELCOME FOR 
WEST BR0M MOVE

WEST Bromwich Building Society’s decision to move its 
HQ to Dudley has been hailed as “excellent news” for the 
borough’s economy. 


Council chiefs and Dudley South MP Chris Kelly are among those who have welcomed 
the decision by the building society to uproot from its West Bromwich home and relocate 
to The Waterfront, near Merry Hill shopping centre. Chief executive Jonathan Westhoff 
said the society was moving to the Point North development, into a former base of bank¬ 
ing company egg. After an extensive fit-out, it is hoped staff will move across to Dudley by 

autumn next year. 

Mr Westhoff said: “The brand is what the 
society’s name represents, our goods and 
services, rather than a geographical loca¬ 
tion. We’re keeping ourselves in this heart¬ 
land, keeping ourselves in our home roots. 

“It gives us the necessary growth capac¬ 
ity for the coming years and that is the 
strongest message we can put out for our 
members and staff.” 

The society has been in West Bromwich 
for 160 years but bosses said its current 
home in a 1970s block, was no longer fit for 
purpose or its future plans. 

Chiefs then considered a new base at 
West Bromwich’s £75million Providence 
Place development. 

But bosses said the asking price was 
higher than expected, so they looked 
towards Point North, which Mr Westhoff 
said was ideally suited as it was designed for 
a financial services company. 

The society has now agreed with 
Richardsons Capital to lease 70,000 sq ft of 
space at the six-tier canalside block. 

Significant 

Leader of Dudley Council David Sparks 
said the move was “excellent news” for the 
Waterfront and Dudley. 

“The fact that such a significant financial 
institution has chosen to come to Dudley is 
a big vote of confidence for the future of the 
area,” he said. 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly said: “This 
is fantastic news for the local economy here 
in the Dudley borough.” 

He added: “We need more and more sus¬ 
tainable jobs in Dudley South and this is 
what we are now seeing. Dudley is open for 
business, as is Dudley South.” 

Paul Bennett, president of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, said: “It’s 
great to hear. Given the amount of vacant 
space at the Waterfront it’s good that such 
a high profile local business is choosing to 
relocate there.” But Sandwell Council 
leader Councillor Darren Cooper said the 
move was “an utter disgrace”. 


200 jobs are 
up for grabs 
at Merry Hill 

AROUND 200 part-time seasonal jobs are 
up for grabs at Dudley’s Merry Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

A total of 37 stores in the centre - includ¬ 
ing Toys R Us, Republic and KFC - are look¬ 
ing for people to fill seasonal positions this 
Christmas. 

A recruitment drive for the companies 
begins October 5 when ajobs fair takes place 
at the Black Country Skills shop from 
9.30am to 4pm. 

The fair takes place as luxury retailer 
Harvey Nichols announced it would open a 
gift shop in the centre, creating 10 new jobs. 

However, it has not all been good news at 
the centre following the closure of JJB 
Sports, Harry Ramsden’s and a Clinton 
Cards store in recent weeks. 

Tina Dalzell, Black Country Skills Shop 
manager, said: “The festive period means 
many stores in the centre are looking to 
recruit more people to help with sales. 

“All the jobs will be advertised at the fair 
and advice will be given on how to apply. 

“Anyone interested is welcome to bring 
along their CV and we can look to match 
them with any relevant vacancies.” 

Business Skills, an employment arm of 
Stourbridge College, is holding the fair in 
partnership with Job Centre Plus. 

The group assists stores with recruit¬ 
ment. Positions advertised will include 
those for Harvey Nichols. The retailer is to 
open a shop in the Upper Mall on Saturday.

Posts at 
JJB lost 
as shops 
are shut 

MORE than 100 jobs have 
been lost, 17 of which will be 
in Dudley, and five stores 
closed across the region as 
JJB Sports went into admin¬ 
istration. 

Branches in Merry Hill 
Centre, Stafford and Walsall 
were among 133 nationwide 
that have shut. 

Twenty have been bought 
by rival Sports Direct, 
including Oldbury and West 
Bromwich. 

In total, 2,060 staff have 
been made redundant, 
including 15 at the branch in 
the Guildhall Shopping Cen¬ 
tre in Stafford, 15 in Walsall 
and 17 at Merry Hill. 

Another 19 have gone at 
Birmingham and 15 at Tam- 
worth. 

John Lamb, from 
Staffordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “Any loss 
of jobs is to be regretted and 
most companies are fighting 
long and hard to avoid it. 

“It is a very difficult time 
and we can only hope the 
people who have lost their 
jobs will find alternative 
employment.” 

Sports Direct has saved 
550 jobs including those at 
the JJB warehouse. It has 
also bought the JJB website. 

The news follows the clo¬ 
sure of two other units at the 
shopping centre in Brierley 
Hill. Fish and chip shop 
chain Harry Ramsden’s 
closed three weeks ago with 
the loss of 14 jobs after los¬ 
ing nearly £1 million. 

SVRshares 
go on sale 

SHARES in the Severn Val¬ 
ley Railway have gone on 
sale to pay for a new visitor 
centre. 

It is hoped the three mil¬ 
lion shares, at £1 each, will 
fund the new centre, station 
gateway and spectator 
gallery at Bridgnorth Sta¬ 
tion, and create a heritage 
engineering and building 
training academy.

grant him the freedom of the bor¬ 
ough, which will soon by voted on by 
members of Dudley Council. 

“For somebody who never even 
completed his education, just to 
even be considered for such a thing 
is a huge honour,” he said.

A CANAL festival returned 
to Dudley after a four-year 
break with more than 6,000 
people attending. 

The two-day Parkhead Canal Fes¬ 
tival saw 86 narrow and working 
boats moored up between Dudley 
Tunnel and Blowers Green Pump¬ 
house in Peartree Lane. 

There was also vintage vehicles 
put on display, a dog show on the 


Sunday and a craft stall and beer 
tent. People dressed in traditional 
Victorian outfits for the event. 

Organiser Steve Bingham said: 
“The festival went down very well, 
it was four years since the last one 
and I think everyone was pleased to 
see it back. 

“Interest in the canals is still high 
in the area and it was good to see so 
many boats turn up.” The event also 
featured canal boat trips and one 


tunnel boat trip per day. A duck race 
was also held on the Sunday, started 
by the Mayor of Dudley Melvyn 
Mottram. 

The event was organised by Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust with Worcestershire 
and Birmingham Canal Society. 

The biennial event was set to take 
place in 2010, but was cancelled 
amid fears of a water shortage. 
Money raised from this year’s event 
will be used by the canal trusts to 


continue maintenance of the canals. 

Mr Bingham said: “We haven’t 
counted how much has been raised 
yet, but we’re hoping for about 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“Any money coming our way is 
much needed as many of the water¬ 
ways are old and in need of repairs.” 

Organisers hope the festival will 
raise awareness of the canal system 
and generate interest which will 
support the trusts. 


Engineers 
to grow 
with £6m 
JLR deal 

A DUDLEY toolmaking firm 
is set to secure up to £6 mil¬ 
lion of business with Jaguar 
Land Rover, bosses say - as 
they look to expand their 
operations to a new site. 

Petford Tools is seeing 
business boom due to the 
success of the car industry. 

Staff on the moulding line 
will be increased by 20 per 
cent while the firm searches 
for new premises in addition 
to its base in Peartree Lane, 
Dudley. 

The contracts making 
tools to be used on parts for 
the new Freelander and 494 
Range Rover Sport would 
bring in £5m to £6m in 
around nine months. 

The company is also being 
signed up for about £1.5m of 
work on the new Ford Focus 
and lines for Japanese firms. 

An extra 14 staff will be 
taken on in addition to the 
70 moulding line workers 
and the company is also 
looking to buy another two 
machines to boost produc¬ 
tion.The firm, which 
employs 105 staff, recently 
broke the £14m annual sales 
barrier for the first time in 
its 42-year history. 

Bosses have invested £3m 
over the last five years and 
the company now operates 
around the clock.

'unfairly 

labelled' 

THE owner of a nightclub 
given a string of strict oper¬ 
ating conditions, claims his 
venue has been unfairly 
branded as trouble. 

Indulgence in Brierley 
Hill had more than 30 con¬ 
ditions relating to security 
stamped on its licence by a 
Dudley Council licensing 
panel. 

The conditions came as a 
result of a licence review 
called for by police on the 
grounds of the prevention 
of crime and disorder. 

Officers had forced the 
cancellation of a birthday 
party at the Wedgbury Way 
venue in June following a 
shooting the week before at 
nightclub Code in Dudley. 

Police said they had 
intelligence of a gang- 
related threat to someone’s 
life. 

But owner Steven 
Simpson said the cancella¬ 
tion and the verdict from 
the recent hearing had tar¬ 
nished his club’s reputa¬ 
tion. 

Mr Simpson, who also 
owns Pulse nightclub in 
Dudley Road, Brierley Hill, 
said his businesses were 
clean of trouble. 

He said: “It’s difficult 
enough to run a nightclub 
in these times without the 
publicity and more condi¬ 
tions on my licence.” 


Survey on 
divorce rate 

MORE than half of people in 
the West Midlands have a 
family member who is 
divorced - and four out of five 
say children should come 
first in a marriage break-up. 

The figures are part of a 
survey carried out on behalf 
of Resolution, a national 
group of family lawyers, 
including the Black Country 
Collaborative Law Group. 

The online survey, which 
brought responses from 193 
people in the West Midlands, 
found 45 per cent thought 
divorce was impossible 
without conflict. Only one 
per cent said being finan¬ 
cially better off than their 
partner in a split would be 
the most important consider¬ 
ation.

Family of accused fly out as trial due to start

THE family of Luke Walker have 
flown out to Greece as he pre¬ 
pares to go on trial this month 
accused of killing his girlfriend. 

His father Patrick and elder 
brother Ryan have joined Luke’s 
mother Lindy in Crete ahead of 
the trial, which starts on October 
16. 

Prosecutors claim Luke, of 
Brierley Hill, beat Chelsea 
Hyndman, aged 20, to death in 
the holiday resort of Malia in 
2010. It is not known how long 


the trial will last but his family 
are pinning their hopes on evi¬ 
dence from defence witnesses, 
including some of her friends. 

The 24-year-old has been 
forced to remain in the country 
since he was charged. 

Rented 

His family has been travelling 
back and forth to see Luke who 
has been staying in a rented 
apartment. Electrical contractor 
Mr Walker said the family was 


“praying” for a positive outcome 
after months of despair waiting 
for the case to be heard. 

“We have wanted this to arrive 
for so long but I’m still nervous 
about it,” said the 55-year-old 
who runs Walkers Electrics. 

“I can’t remember a normal 
life, and to have not had Luke 
back home for so long now is still 
so upsetting. Without the support 
of the people around here, both 
financially and emotionally, I 
don’t know what we would have 


done - they have been great. We 
are just praying that it is all over 
soon, hopefully by the end of the 
year but we just don’t know yet. ” 

Defence 

The couple met three years 
before her death while working as 
holiday reps. Luke’s defence is 
that Chelsea’s injuries were 
caused by a fall on a night out 
rather than, as prosecutors 
suggest, during a fit of jealous 
rage by him. 


Brothers hoping to bring 
brewing back this month 


A BREWERY which will bring beer-making 
back to a historic Dudley pub for the first time 
in 150 years could be launched next month. 

The Fownes Brewing Company has submitted plans to 
turn outbuildings at the Jolly Crispin, Clarence Street, 
Upper Gornal, into the new brewery. 

Bosses said they were H by Lee Watton 
expecting a decision to be ®--- 


made by Dudley Council on 
October 2 as no objections 
have been received so far. 

Subject to permission 
being granted, work will 
start to move equipment 
into the outbuildings and 
the site will be officially 
launched on October 18. 

Eight casks of ale will be 
produced weekly when pro¬ 
duction gets under way but 
bosses hope to increase this 
to up to 1,500 pints a week 
by the end of next year. 

A launch event has been 
planned for October 18 
where the full range of 
beers produced by the 
company will be on the bar. 

Brothers Tom and James 
Fownes, who are launching 
the brewery, will be on hand 
to talk about each of the 
beers. 

People will also be able to 
see the brewery in action 
and learn more about the 
brewing process and which 
ingredients are used. 

The brewery is a separate 
business to the pub but will 
supply both it and beer fes¬ 


tivals with ale. James 
Fownes, 32, of The Ridge¬ 
way, Sedgley, said every¬ 
thing was progressing well 
and they were hoping for a 
positive decision on the 
plans early next month. 

“I have been in touch 
with the council and at the 
moment no objections have 
been received to the plans. 
We are expecting a decision 
to be made on October 2. 

Machinery 

“Once approval has been 
received we will start 
moving all the machinery 
into the site. 

“It will be a lot of work 
but we are confident every¬ 
thing will be ready in time 
for October 18.” 

The brothers have built 
most of the equipment 
themselves in order to keep 
down costs. The brewing 
company was launched in 
May and supplied its first 
cask of Frost Hammer ale 
to the Jolly Crispin in July. 

The last time beer was 
brewed at the pub was in 
the 19th century. 


Smoking costs £70m 

SMOKING costs the Dudley borough’s economy £70 million 
a year, say health bosses. 

Figures from Action on Smoking and Health(ASH) show 
a loss to the workplace of people who die early due to the 
habit costs £23.2m and lost productivity from workers 
taking smoking break notches up another £16.4m. Sick 
days from smoking related illnesses cost a further £14.lm. 
The ASH survey estimates the habit costs the Dudley NHS 
£15.2m and another £4m from passive smoking.

“The good news is that 
it’s still working, but I 
think I need to mend my 
pocket, so Splitz can’t get 
his hands on it again.”

Original 
name of 
hall to be 
restored 

AN historic Dudley hall’s 
traditional name has been 
restored, nearly a decade 
after it was controversially 
scrapped to create a more 
modern image. 

Dudley Concert Hall will 
once again be known by its 
original name of Dudley 
Town Hall after council 
leaders decided to reverse 
the change made in 2004. 

Authority bosses said 
most people had continued 
to call it the town hall and 
the name was an important 
part of the town’s heritage.

The change has already 
been posted on the council’s 
official web page for the 
venue.

Around 220 students signed up for the 
lower sixth this year, taking the total 
number of people enrolled in the sixth 
form up to around 350.

This includes the college’s Broadway 
campus, Dudley Sixth and the Dudley 
Evolve vocational training centre. 

The Dudley Sixth building has three 
levels and each of the floors has a different 
colour theme.

Teenager is locked up for 
attack on boy In street 


A TEENAGER who left a 16-year- 
old boy with brain damage after 
an attack has been locked up. 

Kevaughn Redden, also aged 16, punched 
Conor Southall in the face with in Hale¬ 
sowen on June 15. 

The impact knocked the victim, from 
Oldbury, unconscious. He suffered head 
injuries when his head hit the pavement. 

At Dudley Youth Court last week, Redden, 
of Long Lane, Halesowen, was sentenced 
after pleading guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

This is the first time he can be identified 
after reporting restrictions were lifted fol¬ 
lowing an application by the local press. 

Imposing an 18-month custodial sentence, 
chairman of the bench, Kenneth Slater, told 
Redden he had been reckless as to the conse¬ 
quences of his action. 

He said: “This will never be over for Conor 
Southall. You will have to live with that for 
the rest of your life.” 

The court heard the victim was with a 
friend when they saw three teenagers includ¬ 
ing the defendant in Olive Lane, Halesowen. 
Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, said: “It 
was entirely unprovoked and the one blow 
caused Conor Southall to sustain cata¬ 
strophic injuries.” 

The court heard Conor now requires 
round-the-clock care.. 

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, defending, said 
Redden denied intending the harm caused. 
“He accepts causing the harm, he accepts it 
was a blow he dealt, but he has always denied 
he intended the harm caused,” he said. 

Speaking directly to the magistrates, 
Redden said: “I do regret what I have done.”

MORE than 200 jobs will go at 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service over the next five years. 

By 2017, the service wants to cut the 
number of full-time equivalent posts to 
3,419, down from 3,647 - a reduction of 228. 

Bosses have vowed the jobs would go 
through natural wastage rather than 
through redundancies - and said the cuts 
would have no bearing on the number of 
paramedics on the streets. Instead, the 
service is ploughing money into training 
existing staff up as paramedics. 

Director of workforce Kim Nurse said 150 
technicians went through the training pro¬ 
gramme last year alone, with around 200 
posts advertised either internally or exter¬ 
nally. 

“We do need to consolidate the way we 
work, but we are going to do it by investing 
in our workforce,” she said. 

“It will all be done through natural attri¬ 
tion. We know how many people we will lose 
through retirement or simply moving on. 

“We also know how many members of 
staff we can afford to train and put through 
university programmes as part of our in- 
house professional development pro¬ 
grammes. That way, we can make sure we 
have the highest skilled staff possible to care 
for patients in the West Midlands.” 

The figures emerged at the service’s 
annual general meeting, held at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital last week. 

Ms Nurse said the organisation hoped to 
be the first ambulance trust in the country 
to have a paramedic in every ambulance.

£24111 learning campus 
aiming to open in 2014 


A £24 million learning campus - 
which will be built on the same 
site as two Kidderminster 
schools - is scheduled to open 
within two years. 

Under the proposals a new school would 
open, catering for 220 pupils, aged between 
two and 19, with special educational needs. 

A new science teaching block, an early 
years hub and boarding house would also be 
constructed on the site of Baxter College and 
St John’s Primary School. Worcestershire 
County Council submitted it to Wyre Forest 
district. 

The plans aim to bring mainstream and 
special school pupils together. 

Classrooms and the science laboratories 
will be shared by the schools while new 
sports facilities, including a floodlit artificial 
pitch and multi-use games area which will 
be open to the wider community are 
included. 

St John’s Primary would be refurbished 
and extending as part of the scheme, 
announced by Worcestershire County 
Council. The new special school, Wyre 
Forest School, will replace the existing 
Stourminster and Blakebrook Schools, in 
Kidderminster. 

Bosses say it will be built by phase to min¬ 
imise disruption and is expected to be fin¬ 
ished by summer 2014. 

David Thain, cabinet member for trans¬ 
formation and change said: “We are 
delighted that this exceptional project has 
got the go-ahead from planners.”

Decent’ dies at age 51 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a Dudley 
musician who played on stage with rock 
band Def Leppard. He was 51 years old. 

Keyboard player Richard Hancocks, 
better known by his stage name Dick 
Decent, has been hailed a “super-talented 
musician” by the band, while his family 
described him as “amazing”. 

Mr Hancocks, of Lower Gornal, was not a 
regular member of Def Leppard but sat in on 
tour and played in Joe Elliott and Phil 
Collen’s Cybernauts side project. 

His widow Sara Beardes-Hancocks, who 
was with Richard for 27 years before their 
marriage in February, described him as a 
“unique, big personality who left an impres¬ 
sion on everyone he met”. Mrs Beardes- 
Hancocks said: “He was an amazing person. 


He helped a lot of different people in differ¬ 
ent ways, from just showing someone a 
chord on a guitar through to giving them 
personal advice. 

“He was very clever and I don’t think I 
knew a single subject he could not hold a 
conversation about. He was well-loved by so 
many people, from so many different walks 
of life. 

“Through his music, he knew celebrities 
and famous people but he would be happy 
talking to anyone.” Mr Hancocks leaves a 
son Harry, aged 11, and a daughter Sophie, 
aged 16. 

Tributes to the performer have been 
posted on websites, including a statement 
from Def Leppard guitarist Vivian Camp¬ 
bell. 


School road patrol back 


A SCHOOL crossing patrol in 
Kidderminster that was with¬ 
drawn over fears that speed¬ 
ing drivers were putting lives 
at risk has been reinstated 
after part of the road was 
closed off. 

Council chiefs stood the lollipop 
warden down after “several near miss 
incidents” in Birmingham Road where 
drivers ignored road markings. Follow¬ 
ing the move police officers and the 
Worcestershire County Council’s 
school crossing patrol supervisor took 
over. 

But now the problem lane with 
hatched markings has been coned off 
and bosses say it is safe for the crossing 


to start again. It is used by pupils at 
Offmore Primary and King Charles I 
schools and residents raised fears that 
a child could be hurt. 

Temporary signs were put up in the 
area to urge motorists to slow down. 

The council says a solution has now 
been found after discussions with 
police officers. 

Worcestershire County Council 
spokesman Paul Whittaker said: “It’s a 
real shame that because of irresponsi¬ 
ble motorists breaking the law we had 
to temporarily remove the school 
crossing patrol for a short period whilst 
measures were taken to ensure their 
safety. 

“We’ve worked with the local police 
to find a solution as quickly as possible 
and following the coning off of the 


hatched lane - which some drivers 
were travelling in illegally - the patrol 
is now back on-site. 

“All of our school crossing patrol 
staff do a fantastic job that’s really 
appreciated by the communities they 
serve. Drivers who don’t stop when sig¬ 
nalled to do so are committing a crimi¬ 
nal act that puts lives in real danger. 
We’d like to appeal to all motorists to 
drive responsibly.” 

The council says the problems were 
caused by speeding drivers and those 
travelling illegally in a hatched lane. 

Wyre Forest District and Worcester¬ 
shire County councillor Fran Oborski 
said: “I’m absolutely delighted that the 
crossing has been returned. 

“They are now looking for a perma¬ 
nent solution and talks are ongoing.”

DUDLEY North MP Ian 
Austin is calling on busi¬ 
nesses, schools and public 
buildings to follow the 
council’s example and fly the 
Union Flag all year round. 

He has, over the last seven 
years, taken several peti¬ 
tions signed by thousands of 
residents, to Dudley Council 
urging the authority to fly 
the flag.

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Record bid boat will be 
scrapped due to arson 


ADVENTURERS have been forced 
to scrap the building of a power¬ 
boat in Dudley and will start all 
over again 160 miles away after 
arsonists targeted the warehouse 
where it was being built. 

Alan Priddy started work on the £1.3 
million boat in June at Micklewrights, on 
the Thornleigh Trading Estate, Dudley, for 
an ambitious round-the-world attempt this 
November. But construction was hampered 
by a fire which broke out at the warehouse 
earlier this year. 

It has now been cancelled after Mr Priddy 
uncovered significant heat damage to the 
hull of the boat. 

The team have now put the challenge 
back a year and will start rebuilding the boat 
- in Portsmouth. 

Mr Priddy predicts £220,000 and 3,000 
hours of work has been wasted. 

He said: “It is a big step back, but at the 
end of the day, when you consider the fear it 
would not do the job and the very worst fear 
that it could kill someone, we were left with 
no choice but to start again. 

“I was not prepared to risk the failure of 
this massive project and I have taken every¬ 
thing we have learnt and done up until now, 
and will improve upon it.” 

The decision is a set-back for the team, 
which was racing against time to get the 
boat ready for the challenge, scheduled for 
November 4. Structure and cabins were fin¬ 
ished, decks were being laid and two 500 
horsepower engines installed. 

Mr Priddy said: “Finding out about the 
damage was a real kick in the teeth - but the 
team is incredibly resilient.”

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Cash given to hospitals 
has rocketed by 20pc 


CASH generated through charita¬ 
ble donations to hospitals in 
Dudley has rocketed by 20 per 
cent in a year, with giving and 
legacies on the increase. 

Bosses say they are “amazed” the public is 
being so generous in tough economic times. 

The Dudley Group NHS Charity’s income 
has gone up by £160,000 in 12 months, from 
£629,000 in 2010-11 to £790,000 in 2011-12. 
It has gone towards medical equipment such 
as microscopes, pressure monitors and 
hoists, while furniture, TVs and DVD 
players have been bought for wards. 

The total charitable funds at the hospitals 
now stand at £2.47 million - up £218,000. 

During 2011-12, £262,000 came from 
legacies, which was up from £239,000 the 
year before, and donations in memoriam 
were up £29,000 to £98,000. 

Fundraising co-ordinator Karen Phillips 
said: “There are a lot more people now 
coming to us and saying they want to raise 
money for us or make a donation. 

“It’s great for them to be able to see where 
the money is going, and we are always 
amazed at how generous people are. 

“Some charities just have a general fund 
but in Dudley there is the option for people 
to choose what their donation will pay for, so 
£250 could buy a television.” 

Of the money raised, £177,000 went 
towards new equipment, while £112,000 
was spent on “patient welfare”, which 
includes furniture for ward areas. 

And £14,300 funded information desks 
near the entrance of Russells Hall to give 
information on services and fundraising 
campaigns.

Scrap metal anti-theft 
scheme members rocket 



A SCRAP metal business that 
introduced a membership 
scheme to crack down on metal 
theft has seen its numbers rocket. 

The scheme was introduced by Mason 
Metals, Brier ley Hill. 

It is for dealers wanting to sell their scrap 
metal legitimately and 400 new members 
have joined since just the start of the month. 
The rise coincides with the start of West 
Midlands Police’s anti-metal theft campaign 
Operation Tornado on September 1. 

Across the West Midlands, Staffordshire 
and West Mercia police force areas it is esti¬ 
mated metal worth more than £34 million 
has been taken in four years. 

Brass plaques from war memorials, 
copper railway wiring, iron manhole covers 
and lead off church roofs are among items 
that have been taken by thieves. 

Mason Metal’s commercial manager, Neil 
Woodall, said that nearly 400 members had 
enrolled in the first two weeks of this month. 

Owner Andrew Jones said: “Many busi¬ 
nesses across the UK saw an initial fall in 
customer number when Operation Tornado 
began in their area so we’re astounded - it 
looks like we’ll have 1,000 members by next 
week if this continues.” 

Mason Metals, in Two Woods Lane, and 
sister company Halesowen Metals, in Black- 
heath, started their own membership 
scheme on a voluntary basis in January. 

The business has received praise from 
local MPs for taking a tough stance on the 
issue of metal theft.

Dangerous days for Dodger 
on Dickens' London streets 


Dodger - Terry Pratchett 
(Doubleday, hardback, £18.99) 
THE author of Discworld turns to 
Dickensian London, creating a back¬ 
ground story for the lad that inspired 
the Artful Dodger in Oliver Twist. 

It’s a romp that conjures up a damp 
and dangerous London where a grubby 
guttersnipe has to rely on his wits (and 
some brass knuckles) to survive. 
Pratchett weaves famous characters, 
both historical and fictional, into his 
fast-moving story including Benjamin 
Disraeli, Sweeney Todd and Dickens 
himself, as Dodger is engaged to dis¬ 
cover more about the foreign girl he 
rescued from a severe beating. 

A Medal For Leroy - 
Michael Morpurgo 

(Harper Collins, hardback, £12.99) 

From the author of War Horse and 
Private Peaceful, this novel harks back 
to both world wars as it reveals family 
secrets involving a mixed race lad 
growing up in 1940s London with a 
perky Jack Russell named Jasper. 

Emerald Star - Jacqueline Wilson 
(Doubleday, hardback, £12.99) 

Tracy Beaker author Wilson’s histor¬ 
ical epic about the changing identity of 
runaway Hetty Feather, to Sapphire 
Battersea and now Emerald Star, con¬ 
tinues in a third and final instalment in 
which the cheeky redhead at last find 
her father but, as usual, things don’t 
run smoothly for Hetty. 

Grimm Tales For Young and Old - 
Philip Pullman 

(Penguin Classics, hardback, £20) 

The author of the His Dark Materials 
trilogy retells 50 of his favourite fairy 
tales from the collection of German folk 
tales gathered in the 19th century by 
the Brothers Grimm. 

Stories range from the well-known, 
such as Cinderella, to the lesser-known 
Hans-my-Hedgehog and Godfather 
Death. Pullman has opted for a “clear 
as water” telling of these tales, though 
he does comment on them with some 
interesting thoughts after each story. 



Dodger meets Dickens in Terry 
Pratchett’s new novel 
Ratburger - David Walliams 
(Harper Collins, hardback, £12.99) 

The comic actor’s fifth children’s 
book finds him easing into the role of a 
modern Roald Dahl with a cheerfully 
grotesque tale in which poor Zoe has to 
contend with a lazy step-mum, a nasty 
school bully and evil burger van owner. 

The Peculiar - Stefan Bachman 
(Harper Collins, hardback, £12.99) 
This is a wildly imaginative first 
novel blending Victorian steampunk 
with fairy magic from a talented 
teenager. A half-fairy child, despised by 
both humans and fairyfolk, and a lazy 
politician find themselves mixed up in 
murder in a story stretching from the 
fairy ghetto of Bath to a remarkable 
alternative London. 

The Grimm Legacy - Polly Shulman 
(OUP, paperback, £6.99) 

When a New York teenager gets an 
after-school job at an unusual Manhat¬ 
tan lending library for objects, in the 


basement she discovers magical items 
from the collection of the Brothers 
Grimm. But someone has been stealing 
from the collection and she decides to 
find out who in a story that will appeal 
to younger teens missing Harry Potter. 
Gods And Warriors - Michelle Paver 
(Puffin, hardback, £12.99) 

Set in early Ancient Greece, this is 
the first of five novels. It tells of a young 
goatherd, Hylas, and a girl, Pirra, on 
the run from an arranged marriage, 
caught between the realms of men, the 
supernatural and animal kingdom. 
Paver, who also penned the Chronicles 
of Ancient Darkness and ghost story 
Dark Matter, has certainly researched 
the period and makes it accessible to 
pre-teens. 

Zom-B - Darren Shan (Simon & 
Schuster, hardback, £12.99) 

The master of teen terror finally gets 
to zombies in what promises to be the 
first in a series of 15 novels at a rate of 
one every three months. A zombie out¬ 
break hits London and for one teenager 
its not just a fight for survival but a 
struggle to understand his relationship 
with a racist bully of a father. 

The Sacrifice - Charlie Higson 
(Puffin, hardback, £12.99) 
Darren Shan can’t yet match Higson 
for zombie fright thrills, which he has 
honed over four books. The kids are 
holding out in the Tower of London, 
surrounded by a city full of cannibal 
adults, in a book that’s set just after 
The Fear but before The Enemy. 

Unfed - Kirsty MacKay 
(Chicken House, paperback, £6.99) 
After surviving the school trip from 
hell, a castle full of zombies and 
zombie-makers, and a rescue that goes 
wrong, feisty schoolgirl Bobby is back. 
She is on the run from the ghouls and 
folks behind the outbreak whilst 
looking for her missing pal Smitty. Fans 
of Undead will not be disappointed by 
the sequel, a mixture of action, smart- 
mouth humour and tentative romance.

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Ballet season raises curtain 
on theatre's brand new stage 


Opposites Attract, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

BIRMINGHAM Royal Ballet were the first 
company to grace the new stage at their 
home theatre with this triple bill linked by 
a theme of male-female relationships. 

They started with Take Five, company 
director David Bintley’s joyful, flirtatious 
dances to the sound of Dave Brubeck’s 
groovy 1950s jazz, brilliantly recreated by 
a quartet from the Colin Towns Band. 

This light and frothy concoction seems 
to owe as much to the Young Generation as 
classical ballet. 

Vibrant 

It is a vibrant delight that always puts 
smiles on faces, especially when Carol- 
Anne Millar is flitting across the stage or 
Elisha Willis and Tyrone Singleton dance 
a five-minute love affair. Joseph Caley’s 
Flying Solo routine was thrilling. 

Lyric Pieces, which got its premier in 
Birmingham earlier this year, is an 
intriguing and enjoyable collection of 
dances choreographed by Jessica Lang to 
Edvard Grieg’s piano music. 


The only scenery is provided by reams of 
black corrugated paper which the dancers 
unfurl to create pillars, walls and bridges. 
At first it is gimmick-like and the rasping 
rustle of the paper distracting. But these 
dances derived from folklore are engaging 
with Maureya Lebowitz particularly 
delightful in the March of the Trolls. 
Pianist Jonathan Higgins was outstand¬ 
ing. 

Final piece Grosse Fuge is a moody and 
passionate piece about the war of the sexes 
by Dutch choreographer Hans van Manen, 
set on a stark stage and set to the music of 
Beethoven. 

It is a muscular work which required 
some of the company’s finest dancers as 
womankind - Victoria Marr, Elisha Willis, 
Momoko Hirata and Samara Downs - 
responded to a show of strength from the 
men - Joseph Caley, Chi Cao, Matthew 
Lawrence and Iain Mackay. 

It’s back to the classical repertoire for 
the rest of the season as the BRB perform 
Swan Lake at Birmingham Hippodrome 
this week, final performance Saturday.

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Now for something completely different 


Rachel Sermanni, 

Glee Club Studio, Birmingham 

WHILE it’s too near a cliche to say 
Scottish singer Rachel Sermanni is 
unique, she does have a quality which 
is most definitely different. 

In appearance, she is like a female 
Johnny Depp and even has the vulner¬ 
able quality of his character Edward 
Scissorhands and when on stage she 
has movement reminiscent of a Victo¬ 
rian automaton. 

However, this perfectly comple¬ 
ments her voice which is strong, versa¬ 
tile, has seemingly unlimited power 
coupled with the clarity and quality of 
Katie Melua. 

She opened her set with Ever Since 
the Chocolate from her album Under 
Mountains when she displayed an 


almost childlike quality to her singing 
that belies the deep clear and powerful 
tones she can wield at will. 

Sermanni uses her guitar sparingly, 
relying instead upon her vocal range. 
She easily moved from the light ballad 
to a more blues-style song, Bones, 
where the depth and rawness of her 
singing would have made Janis Joplin 
proud. 

Lyrics 

She gave the packed out Glee Club 
Studio a glint of her lighter side with 
the Burger Van Song which was 
inspired by a particularly irritating 
man who sprinkled sugar on his chips 
instead of salt and then blamed her. 
Perhaps not the greatest premise on 
which to base a song but she made it 


work, scattering the lyrics with a 
pseudo-rap style which had hints of 
Kate Nash’s pre-punk incarnation. 

Sermanni has this ability to move 
her voice around a song like a light on 
a screen designed to test your reac¬ 
tions. The perfect illustration was I’ve 
Got a Girl, which had a broken form 
that musically portrayed the bizarre 
nature of dreams and perfectly cap¬ 
tured the disturbing way in which 
images can change with no real connec¬ 
tion, rhyme or reason. It had a staccato 
quality like a vocal tango. 

Such is the confidence Sermanni has 
in her voice that towards the end of the 
set she unplugged her guitar and 
moved from the mic to treat her fans to 
an acoustic version of Song to a Fox.

Worcestershire County Council wants to create offices for 
around 130 workers at the library.

But when the move was 
announced four months ago, arts and music groups in the 
town protested, prompting the council to put the plans on 
hold. After a public consultation, council chiefs said their 
“preferred option” for the site is to convert the gallery into 
offices, and create a smaller gallery with meeting rooms on 
the first floor.

Her great-grandmother was the driving 
force behind establishing the brewery. She 
had married Edwin Holden in 1898 and 
her father persuaded them to take over 
the tenancy of a public house. 

They purchased the freehold of the Park 
Inn in 1915 which proved to be a turning 
point as the building also had a brew

Lucy was responsible for the 
brewing which proved so popular the 
equipment was enlarged from within the 
cellar to adjacent buildings. 

Edwin died in 1920 and Lucy took on 
the licence and expanded the business. 

The modern Lucie said that in posing 
for the picture there had been a real con¬ 
nection across the generations. 

Lucie, who is the brewery’s estate direc¬ 
tor, said: “It was a wonderful experience 
being able to walk into my great-grand- 
mother’s footsteps for the picture.

Young wizard makes 
another magical return 

I n 1979, the BBC made The 
Legend of King Arthur, a version 
of the oft-told tale of brave 
knights, legendary sword Excalibur 
and the Lady of the Lake. 

Andrew Burt (Emmerdale’s first 
Jack Sugden) played Arthur, and 
Robert Eddison (Indiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade) was his faithful 
sorcerer Merlin. It was worthy, but a 
bit dull; little wonder the seven-part 
saga died a death after one series. 

These days many viewers want 
their Arthurian legends to look like 
Hollywood blockbusters rather than 
dusty old dramas, which is probably 
why Merlin is still going strong after 
four years. 

Admittedly, there were a few 
problems when it debuted in 
2008, not least a dragon with the 
voice of John Hurt who kept 
repeating the sorcerer’s name 
every 30 seconds. Thankfully, 
the script has improved a lot since 
then, so there will be a lot of happy 
fans as the saga returns for a fifth 
run. 

In the opener, Camelot looks 
more prosperous than ever, but in

the frozen north, men are vanishing 
without explanation. 

King Arthur (Bradley James) and 
his knights risk life and limb to find 
out why, but to get answers, Merlin 
(Colin Morgan) must first fight a 
battle that pushes him to his limits. 

Of course, had the Harry Potter 
saga not been such a huge 
success, there’s a good bet Merlin 
the series would have never been 
given a green light. 

But with young British wizards 
being a lucrative commodity, 
creators Julian Jones, Julian 
Murphy, Johnny Capps and Jake 
Michie decided to strike while the 
iron was hot and get their show out 
to the masses. 

With the first series averaging an 
audience of 6.2 million an episode, 
BBC bosses soon waved their 
magic wand and commissioned a 
second run. Why does series 
regular Anthony Head (Uther) think 
Merlin has succeeded where so 
many similar shows fail? 

“If you handle fantasy right and 
don’t take your audience for granted 
and basically try to push the 


envelope a little bit, you get a very 
interesting show,” he explains. 
“People have tried before and failed 
because of not observing the 
above.” 

In the early days Head, who 
returns later in this run, was worried 
that the part of Uther would be a 
disappointment to himself and fans 
of the legend. 

“When I first was offered the show 
I was a little worried that my 
character and the show might 
be a little bit two-dimensional, and 
might be a bit young,” he admits “But 
I was assured right from the outset 
... that was not their intention and 
they wanted it to have several levels 
and basically give the audience 
plenty of dark to go with the light.” 

He adds “It’s sold worldwide to an 
incredible number of territories and 
at the same time does really good 
business on the night.” 

Though the Beeb apparently 
planned five series from the outset, 
as many are transfixed by Merlin’s 
magic, it wouldn’t be much of a 
shock if he and Arthur returned for 
more after this run. 


Best of the Rest

Poor Lola - she may be young, stroppy, and silly 
enough to be impregnated by her murderous 
cousin Ben, but that doesn’t mean she doesn’t 
want to be a good mum to her baby daughter. 
After a hearing at the youth court, Lola fears she 
might have lost Lexi for good, but Cora urges her 
to keep fighting for her child. However, she 
probably didn’t think the troubled teen would take 
her words quite so literally, as Lola loses her 
temper and throws the social worker’s notes 
across the room.

Batten down the hatches 
as months of winter loom 


WITH winter on the horizon, making 
your home’s central heating system as 
energy efficient as possible should be a 
priority. 

Replacing an old G-rated boiler (the 
least energy efficient) with a super-effi¬ 
cient A-rated (condensing) boiler is 
expensive (typically £2,000 upwards), 
but could save you around £300 a year 
on running costs, according to the 
Energy Saving Trust. This is based on 
replacing the boiler and heating con¬ 
trols in a three-bed semi with gas 
central heating. 

If your home’s windows aren’t 
double or triple glazed (or have second¬ 
ary glazing), the heating will be disap¬ 
pearing out of them. 

Again, replacing the windows is an 
expensive business, typically costing 
several thousand pounds, but it is 
worth doing if you can afford to, and 
you don’t have to go for period imper¬ 
fect windows - double-glazed sashes 
offer the best of both worlds, for 
example. With listed buildings and 
homes on ‘designated land’, such as 
conservation areas, there are stricter 
rules about replacement windows (and 
doors), so ask your local council. 

To make further savings on your 
energy bills, you may want to consider 
fitting energy-efficient glazing, such as 
Planitherm. This glass has a special 
coating that helps to retain radiated

heat in the room and also captures the 
sun’s energy to heat the room further. 

Your home’s external walls are 
another big area of heat loss. Houses 
built from 1920 onwards usually have 
cavity walls and these can be injected 
with insulation (a job for the pros) to 
keep the heat in and cold out. 

Solid walls let through twice as much 
heat as cavity walls, but insulating 
them isn’t as straightforward - it can be 
done internally or externally. 

Measures like these that make your 
home more energy efficient go a long 
way, but you can go further down the 
eco route. 

Have you considered generating your 
own electricity? This is typically done 
with a wind turbine or solar panels (a 
different type of solar panels can be 
used to heat your home’s water). 


Domestic wind turbines only work well 
in certain locations, so solar panels are 
the best bet for many of us. 

Installs 

If you’re worried about the cost 
(usually many thousands of pounds) of 
having solar panels fitted, there are 
ways to cushion the financial blow, such 
as special loans and ‘rent a roof’ 
schemes. 

With the latter, you get the solar 
panels free of charge, but you have to 
give the company that provides and 
installs them the income you receive 
from the Government’s Feed-In Tariffs 
scheme. This scheme pays you for both 
the electricity you generate and use at 
home and any surplus you supply to the 
national grid. 

Another Government scheme 
(although it isn’t up and running for 
homeowners yet) is the Renewable 
Heat Incentive, which is expected to 
financially reward people who use 
renewable heat technologies at home. 

This should apply to heat pumps, 
which extract warmth from the air, 
ground or a water source and use it to 
heat the home. 

Then there’s the Government’s 
Green Deal, which may provide finance 
for energy-efficient home improve¬ 
ments such as insulation and double 
glazing.

TTeuv Mitsubishi is a workhorse which has stylish looks 


IT has been some time since I last 
tested a Mitsubishi L200 and this 
model, the Trojan, has been rein¬ 
troduced for 2012. 

It is aimed firmly at the building, plumb¬ 
ing, electrical and agricultural sectors and 
it is easy to see why. 

Exterior-wise the Trojan looks every bit 
as rugged as its predecessor and in Cosmos 
Black pearlescent paint is pretty striking as 
well. It comes fitted with 16in alloy wheels, 
chrome door handles and wing mirrors 
which add to the overall appeal that has 
been a trademark of the L200 range. 

Internally, the model I drove was not 
fitted out with the leather seats but this not 
detract from the look of the interior. What 
was a bit of a surprise was the dashboard. 
Although it was well laid out, it seemed to 
comprise acres of grey plastic. Eminently 
practical but lacking in aesthetics depart¬ 
ment, which given the target market will 
probably not matter one bit! 

Keeping it clean will be an absolute 
doodle, however. The instrumentation is 
well laid out and easy to read on the move 
and the convenient layout shows which 



mode you are using from two wheel, four 
wheel or diff lock. 

What is noticeable is the engine; I was 
surprised at just how noisy it was. Never 
completely intrusive but there neverthe¬ 
less, although you do get used to it pretty 
quickly. On the positive side the engine has 
received a massive 30 per cent increase in 
power, taking it to 175bhp, which really 
shows and makes a much better proposi¬ 
tion for long-distance work. 

On the motorway you could leave it in top 
and use the power to overtake with ease. 
The gearbox is well suited to the power of 
the engine but I kept reaching for a sixth 
gear (it only has five). That said, the ratios 
seem well spaced, but I did not test it with 
a trailer so cannot speak for how well it 
would cope in these circumstances. 

From a handling perspective I will repeat 
my mantra: coil springs on front; leaf 
springs on back equals bouncy rear end! It 
really does help the handling to have a load 
in the back of the pick-up bed as this softens 



the ride. This was most noticeable on the 
Shropshire lanes where it has to be said you 
became used to it pretty quickly, and it was 
never dangerous in any way. 

On the motorway it was a completely dif¬ 
ferent story. At 70 mph the Trojan settled 
down and worked extremely well and made 
cruising long distances a real joy. 

Extras 

The test car came with a couple of 
optional extras. The first was a towbar pack 
which looked well-made and rugged. The 
other was a load liner. The good thing 
about this was that it extended over the 
side rails so you aren’t going to 
destroy the sides of the bed getting 
things in and out, but it was shiny 
and pretty much anything I put in 
it slid about, so some form of anti¬ 
slip is required. 

The other criticism is how the 
bed drains. I found two holes at the 
front of the bed and could find 
nowhere where this water went other 
than drained along the steel bed 
underneath. Fine when brand new but 
seems like a serious rust trap to me. It 
would be far better to exclude these and 


make the bed watertight, that way parking 
on an incline and opening the tailgate 
works fine. Bearing in mind that this is 
aimed at traders I can’t see this being a 
hardship. 

The Trojan is unashamedly 
aimed at the people who 
will help Britain out of 
recession and as 
practical 
pick-up 


makes an ideal work companion. And if 
there are any builders interested I think we 
could probably get five, maybe six bankers 
in the pick-up bed. So if you need some 
ballast for your next job the Trojan will 
handle it with ease!

IT IS a mark of Albion’s progress 
that the players were disap¬ 
pointed to draw. 

The Baggies departed Villa Park with a 
oint that, for around three decades, would 
ave sent their supporters home delirious, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

And yet as players, coaches and fans made 
their exit from the claret and blue territory 
on Sunday, the flood of satisfaction was 
diluted ever so slightly by a drop of regret. 

Steve Clarke’s men were within 10 
minutes of victory at a ground that, for so 
long, proved an impenetrable fortress for 
generations of Baggies teams who existed in 
the shadow of the West Midlands’ self-styled 
flagship club. 

They departed with a more than handy 
draw that left them six points clear of Paul 
Lambert’s men, in the top six after half-a- 
dozen Premier League games that have 
brought just one defeat on a strange day at 
Craven Cottage. 

Expectations 

It was a result with which Clarke and his 
players had every right to be happy, and by 
and large they were. 

Yet the fact that several Baggies players 
spoke of what might have been as they 
boarded the coach to return to the Black 
Country painted a clear picture of the rock¬ 
eting expectations around The Hawthorns. 

‘Pride of the Midlands’, sang Albion’s 
fans before and after Darren Bent’s late lev¬ 
eller denied them the three points that 
would have given them ultimate regional 
bragging rights. And it was not just a cheap 
jibe with which to bait their Villa counter¬ 
parts, but a hard-earned status and a tag of 
which Albion supporters are proud. 

But there was a spell in the second half 
when Albion, just as they had last year 
against both Villa and Wolves, demon¬ 
strated just why they have taken on the role 
of West Midlands’ top dogs.

“Whether we were playing 
Manchester United away, 
Aston Villa or whoever, it 
didn’t matter because he has 
come from a club with a big 
pedigree. 

“He has played Champi¬ 
ons League football and you 
can see in his demeanour 
and the way he handles 
himself around the place, 
this is not a chap who is 
going to be fazed by any¬ 
thing. 

Addition 

“So we had no doubts on 
that front and the way he 
performed on Sunday shows 
he is going to be a great addi¬ 
tion to the squad and he will 
certainly put some of our 
defenders under pressure 
for keeping their places, 
which is great. 

“Competition for places is 
good and the gaffer is going 
to have tough decisions to 
make.” 

Popov replaced injured 
left-back Liam Ridgewell, 
and Keen believes the 
arrival of the new-boy has 
given head coach Steve 
Clarke useful options in 
defence. 

“Liam can at play centre- 
half as well and we needed 
cover at left-back if Liam 
was to get injured,” said 
Keen. “It’s a position where 
we hadn’t got much cover.

But the Baggies have not 
given up on any member of 
the quartet making Satur¬ 
day’s game with Keen 
revealing: “We’re hoping 
that everyone might be 
available for Saturday but if 
not we’ve got the cushion of 
a couple of weeks for the 
international break. But 
we’re trying to get everyone 
ready for Saturday and we 
will see what happens.”
